Dallas Man Believes In 


Preparedness Against 
Foreign Foes 


Tin* Pacific, once so wide, suddenly 
becomes narrow. The oceans on both 
sides of us are no longer a defense, 
but an open air lane. Citizens should 
constantly demand for this tuition the 
world’s greatest air fleet, an air fleet 
invincible. 
Statesmen that take the people’s 
money ii riel high office should think of 
safety first, petty economy later, do 
their duty, and make this country safe 
in time. 
It once took months to cross the 
Pacific in sailing shills. 
Thpn st ca rn! mats crossed in weeks. 
And Americans said : “We are safe 
against Asia with that wide ocean. 
YVho could invisibly bring an army, or 
any other dangerous attack, across 
seven thousand miles of water?” 
We were quito happy about tho 
little Atlantic Ocean, anil with good 
reason, for we had only to fear troops 
that would have to tx* landed on our 
shores from invading ships. 
Dr. Eekener’s zepelin flight around 
the world, crossing the Pacific, brings 
continents close together and nullifies 
the “protection of the oceans” on 
which we have relied. 
That 
round-the-world 
flight 
and 
swift crossing of tho Pacific, due to 
the genius of German engineers, has 
changed the Pacific Ocean, in the 
minds of intelligent men, 
from 
a 
“boundless expanse” to a 
“narrow 
strip of water,” bringing to tin* United 
States and Canada, great powers of 
this northwestern continent, face to 
face in an 
international 
"close-up” 
with China, Japan, and till Asia. 
There tire more than 400,000,000 in 
China, according to official figures, 
probably more than 500,000,000, tis tho 
Chinese census, taken largely for the 
purposes of taxation, often ignores the 
very old and the very young babies. 
There are ( lose to 70.000,000 people 
In Japan. 
There are 300,000.000 in India, in­ 
cluding more than 50,000,000 fighting 
Mohammedans. 
India and its inhabitants an* sup­ 
posed to he “under the thumb of Great 
Britian.” but how long will India re­ 
mit in there? 
How long would British 
control endure if there should come a 
great Asiatic uprising? 
This country anticipates no attack 
from our friends, the Japanese, much 
less from the Chinese, with whom we 
have always been friendly .and who 
have not received with any s}K*eiaI 
bitterness our legislation thought ne­ 
cessary to keep this white continent 
for white people. 
Citizens of this country, and espe­ 
cially its statesmen, men holding im­ 
portant public office involving national 
responsibility, have no right to rest su­ 
pine on it I isis of what “we expect.” 
We didn’t “expect” in 1914 that we 
should soon get word from the Ger­ 
man kaiser: “Send your ships where 
we tell you, and if you send them any­ 
where else, we shall sink them bv s u b ­ 
marine.” 
We should have said in 1914: “Not 
even Kaiser Wilhelm would bee fool­ 
ish enough to send it message of that 
-.ort to the United States when it hart 
not declared war against him or made' 
.war ; ..ains him."

But that is the message that the 
kaiser sent, a message that took this 
naion inn he grea war and ended it. 
We heard Tram Germany last time, 
and the hasty methods and the last 
minute, inefficient 
preparation cost 
ibis nation at least fifty billions of 
dollars, to stiy nothing of ten billions 
left to Europe, most of which won’t 
come back. 
We might hear from another coun­ 
try n<*Xt time—no need to suggest 
names. 
No man can point to the sky 
and say: “There tile lightening will 
strike.’’ 
We only know that the sky is full 
of electricity, and the lightening may 
strike anywhere. 
We only know that 
nations are full of hatrixls, especially 
bitter against this country, pealous of 
its wealth, resenting in Asia with deep 
bitterness, our refusal to allow lands 
that Americans have developed to be 
taken over by surplus Asiatic insula­ 
tions.

nations. 
But tile only sure prevention is ab­ 
solute preparation. 
If other nations 
know that you are ready to defend 
yourself, ready and able to inflict ter­ 
rible punishment upon any that attack 
you, you will not tx* attacked.
